most important point, however, is to enlarge 
tho powers of. the Board, At present it 
has definite. powers in ‘certain mattors of 
rouline, ae, for instange, ordering draina to 
be reconstructed, but id any matter ‘outaide 
ordinary routine work its powers are merely 
of an advisory description. The.control of 
the waterworks ought cortainly, to be vested 
in. the Sanitary Board, Hud tht body been 
the Water Authority. during the‘ recent 
scarcity the public, who pay .the money, 
would atleast have had the satisfaction of bo- 
ing able to extort some sort of an explanation. 
of how it was they were getting such a poor 
return for it. The Board should also be 
made reaponsible for the: main drainage 
of the Colony, instead of, having control 
only over houso drains; and in giving these 
enlarged powers. it would be necessary also 
to giva it the financial . control -over. ‘the 
various services of which it hed charge. In 
the Sanitary Board we have in fact the 
nucleus of a-municipality, and the work of 
developing it ought to be steadily pushed on,
